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Project  Hermes  Available  to  All  Depositories 

Full  text  of  Supreme  Court  Opinions  is  now  available  to  aH  depositories  within  8 
hours  of  their  release  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

In  June  1990,  the  Government  Printing  Office  (GPO)  was  selected  to  join  a  dozen 
information-oriented  organizations  participating  in  the  Court's  two-year  experiment  for 
releasing  opinions  in  electronic  format.  The  involvement  of  GPO  in  the  experiment, 
called  Project  Hermes,  permitted  the  general  public,  through  the  Federal  Depository 
Library  System,  to  have  access  to  this  timely  information  comparable  to  the  access 
provided  to  news  wire  services,  legal  publishers,  and  other  disseminating  entities. 

At  the  Fall  1990  Depository  Library  Council  meeting,  availability  of  the  Project 
Hermes  files  for  beta  testing  by  Regional  and  law  depositories  was  announced.  (Beta 
testing:  Testing  with  an  outside  group  after  initial  internal  testing  is  complete.)  Based  on 
generally  favorable  responses  from  a  January  1991  survey  of  nearly  50%  of  this  test 
group,  the  Library  Programs  Service  has  expanded  the  availability  of  the  Project  Hermes 
files  to  the  remaining  depositories. 

Depositories  that  have  not  yet  tried  to  access  GPO's  bulletin  board  system  for  the 
Project  Hermes  files  should  refer  to  the  instructions  in  Administrative  Notes,  v.  11,  no. 
24.  The  phone  number  for  the  bulletin  board,  available  24  hours  a  day,  7  days  a  week,  is 
(202)  275-7923.  First  time  users  need  to  register  with  their  user  ID  and  password  at  least 
one  workday  prior  to  receiving  authorization  to  download  a  file.  The  library's  depository 
library  number  will  be  its  user  ID.

Administrative  Notes  Printing  Delayed 

Due  to  staff  shortages  and  equipment  failure.  Administrative  Notes  processing  has 
been  delayed.  Each  issue  is  normally  put  together  a  month  in  advance  of  its  issue  date 
and  delivered  to  the  unit  within  LPS  that  operates  the  offset  press  and  whose  main 
responsibility  is  printing  the  daily  shipping  lists.  Each  Administrative  Notes  issue  is 
usually  run  off  within  one  week.  It  is  then  sent  to  the  GPO  bindery,  where  it  is  collated 
(by  hand),  drilled,  stapled,  and  delivered  back  to  LPS.  This  process  normally  takes  two 
weeks.  The  Depository  Distribution  Division  then  mails  the  issue  to  depositories,  and  if 
all  goes  well  it  reaches  them  by  its  issue  date. 

Because  of  insufficient  staff  during  the  holiday  period,  followed  by  a  press  breakdown, 
V.  12,  no.  2  (January  15,  1991)  and  v.  12,  no.  3  (January  30,  1991)  have  both  been 
removed  from  the  normal  internal  processing  cycle  and  sent  to  GPO's  Rapid  Response 
Center  for  printing.  Both  those  issues  may  be  mailed  late,  but  they  will  be  on  their  way 
to  you  as  soon  as  possible!
